Southeast Missourian and The Sikes- 
ton Standard, 
the 
State 
Highway 
C om m issio n recently voted to increase 
its contemplated primary road work 
in this district in order to give 
em­ 
ployment this fall and winter to men, 
who otherwise may be out of work be­ 
cause of the flooding of 
their 
farm 
land. 
It is announced that the plan is to 
construed Highway No. 61 from Sik- 
eston to Portageville, a distance of 
approximately 40 miles. 
The estimat­ 
ed cost of this project, based on cost 
of concrete highways in other 
sec­ 
tions of the district, is 
expected 
to 
reach $1,500,000. 
It viill take approximately GO days 
to complete the survey of the propos­ 
ed routes and unless something 
un- 
forese« n intervened, it will be possi­ 
ble to start work on the project late 
in September or October. 
The exact route that the road will 
takt ha* not been determined, but it 
is indicated that several surveys will 
be made. 
It has been practically de­ 
termined wher* the road will be 
in 
respects to 
Sikeston, it is said, 
and 
that the fixng of the location south of 
Sikeson will not be im rfer* d with by 
the lack of the final location between 
Cope Girardeau and Sikest»»n. 
The contracts will probably call for 
both flu grading and surfacing of the 
highway from Sikeston to 
Portage­ 
ville, the present terminus of the road 
as it has tn*en finally constructed. 
It is indicates! that probably 
three 
or four years will elapse 
under the 
present plan before the highway be­ 
tween Cape Girardeau and Sikeston 
is complete!. 
It is pointed out that 
approximately $46,000 is being spent 
this summer on the improvement of 
the present gravel highway 
between 
the two towns, while very little mon­ 
ey comparatively i

the improvement of the stretch from 
Sikeston south.

“ W e’ve had a lot 
of 
suggestions 
from enthusiast on the subject of con­ 
trolling this river. 
One man advised 
us to dig wells below the river hed 
to contain the surplus w ater. 
A n­ 
other suggested budding large eva­ 
poration v a ts”. 
He w aited to see whether I ap p re­ 
ciated these absurdities and then pro­ 
ceed« d to outline the fundam entals of 
the 
problem 
which, 
he 
confessed, 
“fascinated” him. 
“There are 
two 
main 
theories— 
schools of thought 
\ it h reg ard 
to 
Hood prevention. 
On«- is based on the 
levee system , the other on the rese r­ 
voir system . 
“The reservoir system is im portant 
and should be devel« < d on 
the trib u ­ 
taries of the 
Missi 
ippi but chiefly 
to make them navigable. 
As an aid 
to navigation, this «-rheme is of great 
practical value, but as a 
m e a n s v”T>f 
controlling flood*, 
it 
is negligible. 
This present flood, for 
instance,

can get an idea from that of the im ­ 
possibility of building reservors
